WASHINGTON — Gridlock in 
Washington may have been replaced 
by gridlock in the electorate, accord- 
ing to a new Washington Post-ABC 
News poll. 

The survey suggests that Ameri- 
cans arc divided in equal numbers 
oh opposing sides of such hot-button 
issues as balancing the federal bud- 
get, flag burning, affirmative action, 
and normalizing diplomatic relations 
with Vietnam. 

Thus, the public may have little 
guidance to offer its politicians curr 
rently attempting to find popular so- 
lutions to many of the country's 
most pressing or controversial prob- 
lems. 

The poll also suggests that the 
public is equally ambivalent about 


next year’s national elections, with 
Americans appearing to be as anx- 
ious as they are enthusiastic about 
their possible choices for president 
next year. 

And while President Clinton con- 
tinues to receive tepid reviews from 
voters, he holds his own when 
matched against his leading Republi- 
can riviij. Senate Majority Leader 
Sen. Robert J.DoIe, Kan. 

The president even held a slim* 
lead in a hypothetical three-way 
contest with Dole and Colin L. Pow- 
ell, -who remains the “stealth” candi- 
date of the fledgling 1996 presiden- 
tial campaign.

The accessory charge is a “very 
rare” one, but “appropriate in these 
circumstances.”

Sunburn, cigarettes add to risk of skin cancer

WASHINGTON — Repeated sun-' 
bums more than double the risk of skin 
cancer;' Boston researchers find. , 

The. same stud^ also' shows that 
cigarette smoking indepcndeiitly raises 
the skin cancer incidence rate by about 
50 percent. ^ 

Researchers at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston analyzed the inci- 
dence of squamous ceil carcinoma; a 
nonlethal, form of skin cancer, among 
107,900 nurses and found that the num- 
ber of sunburns in the past raised the risk 
of the disease more than any other factor. 


“For this type of cancer, it is the num- 
ber of sunburiis during n lifetime that 
counts most.” soid Fnincine Grodstein, a 
co-author of the study. 

A report on the study is to be pub- 
lished today in the Joumol of National 
Cancer Institute. 

The some study otso found that the in- 
cidence of skin concer among smokers 
was about SO percent greater than for 
women who did not smoke. The study 
did not, however, dctcimine if cigarettes - 
increased the risk- already present be- 
cause of post sunburns, said Grodstein. 

Geography also played role in the rote 
of skin cancer, said Grodslein. lAdcpen- 


dent of other risk factors, she said, nurses 
who lived at least the first 15 years of. 
their lives in Florida were three times 
more likely to get skin cancer than did 
women living in Northern states. For 
women bom and raised in California, the 
risk was 2ii times greater, said Grod- 
stcln. 

Ironically, the skin cancer risk did not 
apply to all of the Sunbelt stales. Texas 
women, for instance, had'a skin cancer 
rate even lower than' nurses in Northeast- 
ern states. This is probably related to out- 
door sun exposure, the study said. 

"Women in Texas reported spending 
the least amount of time outdoors in 


summer compared with those in 'other 
states,” the study ^id. ■ 

Grocfstcin said that, as expected, hair 
color seemed to be a factor in the inci- 
dence of skin cancer related to the sun , 
exposure. This was evaluated indepen- 
dent of the number of sunburns. 

Women with black hair had only half 
the incidence of skin cancer, compared to 
women with dark brown hair. At the oth- 
er end of the scale, women with red hair. . 
often the most easily burned by the sun;' 
had twice the risk of^kin cancer of those 
with dark brown hair. 

Othn factors evaluated include the use 
of sunscreen andihe skin’s sensitivity.

New England receives rain but Midwest remains dry

: the sound, of nine huge refngerated 
trucks holding the bodies of victims. 

The only witnesses to the true 
dimensions of the event that ended at 
least 199 lives are the pathologists 
and technicians wheeling in bodies 
one by one to leom how their deaths 
happened. 

“Whot can I do?” said autopsy 
technician Mork Neely, “You just 
have to deal with it.” 

' For days after the heat wave's

On Tuesday, the coolest tempera- 
tures in a week brought hope that the 
worst was over.

Cultural funding gains reprieve; 
cheap mining rights face trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House refused to dismantle the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities immediately os Congress 
labored Tuesday on Republican 
spending bills that would slice every- 
thing from artists' gronts to the 
White House budget. 

The House'nearcd approval of a 
$12 billion Interior Deportment mea- 
sure that would trim spending for 
land management, animal protection, 
and arts and humanities programs. It 
would continue the 14-year prohibi- 
tion against offshore oil and gas 
(filing in many coastal areas and, in 
a reversal of a committee vote, main- 
tain a ban ogainst low-priced govern- 
ment sales of mining claims on fed- 
eral land. 

As It worked on the Interior bill 
for a fourth day, the House voted 
277-148 to reject an effort by conser- 
vatives to kill the humanities endow- 
ment next year. However, that left 
intact 40 percent cuts the measure 
would make in the humanities 
agency and the National Endowment 
' for the Arts, leaving them with $99.5 
million each for 1996. The Senate is 
■ also expected to cut the agencies, but 
' less deeply. 

With the Oct. 1 start of the new 
• fiscal year looming ever closer, that 
was just part of lawmakers' work. 
IKE'housc debated another bill slic- 
ing $41 million from President 


Clinton's own White House office; 
the House Appropriations Cdmmit- 
tee approved a measure trimming 
space, housing and environmental 
programs but rescuing the Selective 
Service System; and a Senate panel 
prepared to debate cuts in Congress', 
own functions. 

“Wc’vc got a lot of people pngry, 
so that probably tells us we’ve got a 
goo'di»nirT)ccause we are in the 
- mode of making cuts,” said Rep. Jim 
Lightfoot, R-Iowa, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee’s 
subcommittee that wrote the bill cut- 
ting White House spending. 

Outnumbered Democrats com- 
plained that many cuts went too far, 
harming culture, national porks, sci- 
entific research and the environment 
and — in the case of the White 
House cuts — ploying politics. • . 

“We've cut the White House 
office significantly enough to 
adversely affect the ability of the 
White House to run its shop," said 
Rep. Steny Hoyer, D-Md. "This is 
wrong." 

The cuts in the arts and humanities 
endowments showed the growing 
clout of House conservatives, who 
have perennially' tried to slash both 
agencies but until this year had won 
only small reductions. To quell 
demands for even deeper cuts by the 
party’s right flank, House 
Republican leaders have also 


promised to seek to terminate the arts 
endowment aficr 1997. 

But the House also demonstrated 
that the right’s clout on the issue has 
its limits. Besides refusing to elimi- 
nate the humanities endowment 
.immediately, the chamber voted 227- 
179 Monday night against cutting 
another $10 million from the arts

UNION. S.C. (AP) — Susan 
Smith "looked this country in the eye 
and lied" about killing her sons, who 
had become an obstacle to a love 
affair, a prosecutor said Tuesday at 
the start of her murder trial. 

But one of her lawyers called the- 
boys' drownings pan of a “failed sui- 
cide" by a woman who "tried to cope 
with a failing life and snapped,” 

Tears filled Ms. Smith's eyes and 
she buried her face in her hands dur- 
ing the opening statements at her trial 
on charges she drowned her sons, 
Michacl,<-3. and Alexander. 14 
months. If convicted, she could be 
executed. 

Later, she rocked back and forth 
and sobbed when prosecutors played 
a videotape of a television interview 
in which she told her originial story 
about a black carjackcr abducting her 
sons. 

Her first brief breakdown came as 
assistant solicitor- Keith Giese laid 
out the state's case. Before confess- 
ing that-shc let her car roll into a lake 
with ihe toddlers inside, he said, she 
misled the community and the nation 
for nine days with the carjackcr 
hoax. "She begged the alleged car- 
jacker .for the safe return of her chil- 
dren. She begged the country to help 
her find her children. She told us that 
she begged her God to bring her chil- 
dren back to her safely. 

"And the whole time," Giese said, 
"she knew they were laying dead on 
the bottom of John D. Long Lake.” 

The little boys presented an obsta- 
cle to Ms. Smith's desire to be with 
Tom Findlay, son of the owner of the 
company where she worked, the 
prosecutor said. He had broken off 
their relationship a week before the 
drownings. 

"She knew right from wrong. She 
could conirol her action if she want- 
ed to, and she did not. This was a 
conscious decision by Smith to kill 
her children," he said. 

A key piece of evidence will be 
Findlay's letter to Ms. Smith before 


the boys' deaths Iclliflg her be was 
not ready for o' family. Giese- said. 
"Tliis is a case of selfishness. This is 
a case of 1, I. i, me. me, me. That's 
the bottom line in this case." 

in the defense's opening state- 
ment. lawyer Judy Clarke portrayed 
Ms. Smith as a deeply troubled

.suicide, "Wlien wc talk about 
Susan's life, we're not trying to gain 
your' sympathy,” Ms. Clarke said the 
Jurors, “we're trying to gain your 
understanding." 

The ease began, long before Oct.

Ms. Clarke said. There was the sui- 
cide of Ms. Smith's father when she

motesinlion. for which Ms. Smith 
blamed herself, the lawyer said. 

Despite a facade of normality, she 
was "one of the walking-wounded,”

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Bombing suspect refuses 
order for writing sample 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 
Bombing suspect' 'Timothy 
McVeigh ciefied a subpoena and a 
judge's order Tuesday, refusing to 
provide a handwriting sample to a 
fcdcnil grand jury.- 

McVeigh refused to give a sam- 
ple of his longhand writing, claim- 
ing that he didn't oHcn write that 
way and that using the unfamiliar 
style would violate his constitution- 
al rights, The grand jury had asked 
McVeigh to appear today and give a 
sample to FBI handwriting experts. 

The directive requested he write 
in cursive, jotting three or four sen- 
tences of prose, filling out a hand- 
writing specimen form that had 
individual letters, and copying a list 
of 15 names. The names were not 
immediately disclosed. 

Cursive "has not been for many 
years his-normal way of writing.” 
said Stephen Jones, 'McVeigh’s 
attorney. 

Chief U.S. District Judge David 
Russell did not immediately hold 
McVeigh in contempt of court, but 
asked attorneys from both sides to 
submit briefs within five days in 
preparation for a contempt hearing. 

"I just don’t buy that argument," 
Russell said. 

Prosecutors want McVeigh's 
handwriting sjijnplcs to compare 
them with writing on documents 
related to the case. 

McVeigh was brought in hand- 
cuffs early Tuesday to the federal 
courthouse, across the street from 
the empty lot where the Alfred P. 
Murrah Federal Building was 
destroyed by a bomb on April 19.

Probe seeks source of radioactive 
material added to drinking water 


WASHINGTON (AP) ” Investigators arc. check- 
ing radioactive laboratoiy materials seeking the 
source of an isotope that may have . been added 
deliberately to a water cooler at the National 
Institutes of Health. 

At least 2S people,. including a. .woman four 
months pregnant, were, exposed to a radioactive iso- 
tope called P-32 that apparently was placed in a 
water cooler and near a refrigerator on one floor of a 
building on the NIH campus in Beihcsda,,Md., offi- 
cials said Tuesday. 

NIH spokesman Tom Flavin said the isotope sup- 
plies ore carefully monitored and inventoried. As a 
result, he said, 'investigators may be able lo deter- 
mine the specific source of the radioactive chemical. 
He said traces of radiation from the isotope were 
found in a water cooler imd on the can>ct in front of 
a refrigerator. “It is very unlikely that this happened 
by accident,” said Flavin. 

The radiaiion exposure was discovered June 28, 
soid Flavin, when a scientist turned on a geiger 
counter and began checking for radiation levels in a 
kitchen area on the f1f\h floor of the National Cancer 
Institute building. *rhc scicniisi, who is the designat- 
ed radiation safety officer for the area, was. accom- 
panied by his wife, who also works there.- * 

As the geiger counter passed, hear the wife, said 
Flavin^ the instrument registered d jump in radiation, 
indicating that shC/hdd been exposed. The instru- 


- ment also- found radia'tion’tniq^on the carperin- 
from of a lunchroom refrigerator, but none inside 
the refrigerqioriiself. 

Radiation health officers chocked the woman and 
fdund she had been exposed to 2'00 to 300 
.microcurics, about ihc cfTcct of 10 chest.X-rays and 
about half of the yearly radiation dose permitted by 
federal guidelines. 

. Medical officials said the level was too low to 
cause 0 medical problem for the woman or for her 
unborn baby, but she was advised lo avoid any fur- 
ther exposure.

Clinton to back affirmative action 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Clinton will support federal 
affirmative action programs “with- 
out apology," his chief civil rights 
enforcer said Tuesday on the eve of 
the president’s long-awaited speech 
on the issue. 

Deval Patrick, assistant attorney- 
general for civil rights, said the 
Clinton administration will not “be 
intimidated” by a Supreme Court 
ruling that jeopardized afrirmative 
action programs that award federal 
’contracts to minority businesses. 

’ Instead, Patrick said, the adminis- 
tration will defend the programs, 
although the agency^ counsel has 
advised that some programs might 
not survive legal challenges. 

“The administration, through the 


president’s speech, is making clear 
that wc favor affirmative action 
without hype, without fear and 
without apology,” Patrick said dur- 
ing a minority business summit on 
Capitol Hill. 

Clinton is to spell out his affirma- 
tive action strategy today in an 
address at the National Archives. 

Whatever his decision, Clinton 
will be stirring up political trouble. 

Some congressional Republicans 
arc advocating the repeal of pro- 
grams that use quotas, set-asides, 
timetables, goals and other prefer- 
ences, arguing that they discrimi- 
nate against white men.

Abortion restrictions gain early OK 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A bill 
to outlaw some lalc-tcrm abortions 
gained the House Judiciary 
Committee’s opprovnl Tuesday. 

Abortion-rights supporters called 
it “the beginning of the end.” 

After nearly three hours of pos- 
sionatc and partisan debate, the 
panel sent the “Partial-Birth 
Abortion Ban Act’’ to the House 
floor on a party-line vote of 20- 1 2. 

The bill would make it a crime 
for doctors to perform o “partial- 
birth" abortion, defined as a proce- 
dure “in which the person perform- 
ing the abortion partially vaginally 
delivers a living fetus before killing 


the fetus and completing the deliv- 
ery." 

It also would subject doctors who 
pcrfomvthc procedure to fines or 
up to two years in prison, and give 
family members the right to sue the 
physician for damages. 

“TTic difference between the par- 
tial-birth abortion procedure and 
homicide is a mere three inches," 
said Rep. Charles Canadoy, R-FIa., 
author of the legislation. 

Opponents of the bill say most 
lalc-tcrm abortions arc performed 
when the fetus is severely deformed 
or when the woman’s life is at risk. 
'They expressed concern that the 


bill would erode the 1973 Supreme ^ 
Court case that gave women a con- 
stitutional right to abortion. 

“This is the beginning of the end 
of Roe V. Wade,” said Rep. Pat 
Schroeder, D<6oIo., who held her 
face in her -hands during the vote. 
“They’ve just taken a big chunk out 
of it and clearly want to go after the 
whole thing." 

On another party-line vote, the 
committee rejected an amendment 
ofTcred by Rep. Sheila Jackson Lee, 
D-Texas, that would have exempted 
doctors from prosecution if the late- 
term abortion were performed to . 
save a woman’s life.

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Personal responsibility lies 
at heart of democracy 


Johnnie Cockrum is still alive. He 
shouldn’t be. 

Even Cockrum doesn’t think so. He 
shot an elderly convenience store 
clerk between the eyes. Before that, 
he blew his own father away. 

In between, he compiled a rap sheet 
long enough to last a lifetime. But 
Cockrum's lawyers don't think soci- 
ety should be free of Cockrum yet. 

Contrary to the express wishes of 
their client, they filed another appeal 
of his death sentence. A federal judge 
granted another stay, meaning that if 
and when the state of Texas finally 
puts Cockrum to death, he’ll have 
been on the Death Row for more than 
KTyears. 

Cockrum’s case, which CBS’s “60 
Minutes’’ has been following closely, 
is unusual because Cockrum insists 
. that he deserves to die. He calls it ac-’ 
countability. 

His lawyers call it crazy. 

Have we really come to the point in 
this country where expecting effect to 
follow cause is a symptom of mental 
illness? 

It seems so, if you’re a certifiable 
vktim of circumstance, and it’s not at 
^hard to be a victim of something 
in America today. 

Drunks are victims of alcoholism. 

' Gang .members are victims of poor 
parenting skills. Spouse and child 
abusers arc victims of low self-es- 
teem. Embezzlers and stock 
swindlers are victims of bad advice. 

If George Washington were to own 
up to chopping down his father’s 
cherry tree today, he’d be the laugh- 
ing stock of his junior high school. 

Nobody's to blame anymore, and 


that has a lot to do with what’s wrong 
with America. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote that the 
basis of individual liberty is personal 
responsibility, and that a democracy 
must judge the value of a citizen by 
what that citizen docs. 

That notion was anathema to the 
monarchies against which the Jeffer- 
son and the Founding Fathers re- 
belled. In King George’s England, 
the stale assigned accountability. 

You’could be thrown into prison if 
your father or brother held political 
views of which His Majesty’s gov- 
ernment' did not approve. You could 
be fired from your job if you were a 
Catholic or a Puritan. * 

It was a far more cfTicicnt system 
of control than holding every, citizen 
to the standard of his. own conduct. 

Washington and Jeffers.on under- 
stood that a free country has to take 
the risk that its citizens will make bad 
decisions. But they expected that, 
rightly or wrongly, Americans would 
stand up for the consequences. 

Sadly, that ethic has dissipated over 
the past 30 years, washed away into a 
sea of psychobabble and shoddy so- 
cial engineering. We live in a world 
in which values are often relative, so 
right and wrong are frequently irrele- 
vant. 

In that environment, taking the rap 
is a far greater sin than taking the 
Fifth. 

Benjamin Franklin once said he’d 
rather dine with an honest scoundrel 
than with a corrupt vicar. Would that 
Franklin were a federal judge today, 
in a position to let Johnnie Cockrum 
the punishment he knows he deserves.' 
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Mick^ Mantle’s recent opcnlion for a new 
liver has raised some serious questions about 
the organ transplant ^siem. Some people have 
questioned wb^er the 63-yem-old former 
Yankee slugger received the liver so quickly 
— only two days after going on o national 
waitinglist — because of his fame. 

Although the normal waiting period in the 
transplimt program, is 1 30 days, patients os crit- 
icolly ill as Mantle generally receive new or- 
gans within on average of three days. Organ 
banks' say Mantle received no special treatment 
because of bis celebrity status. 

But the main reason for questions about why 
and how Mantle received o new liver is be- 
cause there ore not enough livers to go around. 
Eight or nine Americans died waiting for an . 
organ oansplont on the day Mantle received a 
new lease on life. 

As medical advances continue to expand the 
number of people eligible- for transplants, this 
chronic shortage will only worsen. Currently 
44.568 Americans ore on the waiting list for an 
organ transplant, according to the United Net- 
work for Organ Sharing. 'Iltat’s on increase of 
210 percent since 1987. But despite expanding 
the donor pool to include people over 55 and 
Dcople who have hypertension or who have on 
infection, the supply of donor organs has in- 
creased only 2 poemt to 3 percent annually.

The actual number of deaths related to the 
organ shortage could be for higher. The supply 
of available organs limits the number of pa- 
tients who can be helped, so transplant centers 
set extremely stringent standards for getting on 
a wailing list. Arthur Caplan, director of the 
Center for Bioethics at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. has said that of the 25,000 Americans 
who ^eofliver disease each year, 15.000 
might hove been transplant candidates.

Based on promise, land 
managers restore grazing 


WAYAN (AP) — Federal land 
managers are admitting a mistake 
and restoring some of the cattle 
grazing they banished from Grays 
Lake National Wildlife Refuge last 
year.

From 
(hcre,'watcr would be diverted through a 
1.7-milc canal to a powerhouse near the 
mouth of Rock Creek. 

A draft of the Corps' final permit should 
be ready by the end of next week, Doly 

said- 

. The Environmental Protection Agency is 
steadfastly opposed to Cogeneration's pro- 
posal, and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service also has concerns, v 
If their difierenccs can’t be settled at the 
regional level, then dissenting agencies can 
"take it upstairs and have it settled in 
Woshington, D.C.." Daly said. 

The EPA feels Cogeneration’s hydro 


scheme would further degrade a badly 
abused river - ond it continues to recom- 
mend that the Corps deny the permit, wrote 
Chuck Clarke, EPA’s regional odministra- 
tor, in a recent letter to the Corps. 

"Issuance of this permit is inconsistem^ 
with the Administration’s attempts to foster 
ecosystem protection and sends the wrong 
message to our partners in the Mid-Snake 
restoration cfTort," he wrote. In the EPA's 
view, additional water quality problems arc 
unacceptable along the Middle Snake. 

Daly said the Corps would not release its 
draft of the Auger Falls permit - despite a 
request from The Timcs-Ncws.

to schools

TWIN FALLS - Biggcr-than- 
expected checks from the state mean 
more textbooks and supplies for 
Twin Falls students. 

Although^morc students than 
projected showed up in Idaho 
this year, there was still money 
left over at the end of the year.

That means 
another S150.000 to the Twin 
Faljs School District, which has 
a budget of nearly S24 million.

Schools receive their final- checks 
after the school year is finished. The 
amount depends on how maiiy stu- 
dents attended school during the 
year. Year-end checks, mailed from 
the Department of Education on July 
14, were for $14,334.17 per simport 
unit - roughly a classroom and a 
teacher. , , 

That’slup from original projec- 
tions of $13,798.15 per unit, made 
15 months ago. 

State Schools Superintendent 
Anne Fox cited several rcasj^tw^or 
(he increase, including savings in 
benefits and contract costs. 

During the Inst school year, Idaho 
schools took in 3,671 more students 
than originally estimated - about 
240.448.

ReCbnt studies have shown renovation 
of erther hospital In Sun Volley or 
Hailey would be impossible' because of 
the lack of space. 

“The land just doesn’t seem to be 
available,!' Carrington said. 

Site selection for a new facility some- 
where south of Kctchum and north of 
Hailey is still bcihg investigated and will 
be discussed today during a closed, 
executive session. 

Estimated construction costs for a 
50,000-squarc-foot, 25-bcd hospital 
would run S 1 1 .9 million^ 

A larger 65,000-squorc-foot, 33-bcd 
facility is estimated to cost S18.3 mil- 
lion.

Lawyer ’s alibi: He was 
obstinate - not drunk

JEROME - A jury trial for a public 
defender accused of drunken driving 
began Tuesday and is expected to last 
at least one more day. 

, Twin Falls Count/ Public Defender 
Mike Wood refused to take "field 
sobriety tests” when stopped near the 
intersection of Highway 93 ond 
Interstate 84 by two police officers in 
January. 

In opening arguments Tuesday, 
Jerome Deputy Prosecutor John 
Meienhofer told jurors they will hear 
officers testify that Wood drove dan- 
gerously, stumbled, had bloodshot 
eyes and smelled of alcohol. 

Wood also refused to take a 
Breathalyzer test after he was brought 
to the sheriff's department, 
Mciqnhofcr said. 

But defense attorney Randy Stoker 
said 0 police that video and other evi- 
dence will show Wood, not as a 
drunken driver, but as a “lawyer of 22 


years" who "doesn't believe in the 
philosophy of cooperating with police 
officers." 

Evidence shows no indication of 
drunken behavior, speech or appear- 
ance, and Wood was stopped only 
because his vehicle had one headlight 
out. Stoker told jurors. 

Wood was accompanied Tpesday by 
both Stoker and defense attorney Jim 
Meservy, and jury selection lasted 
until the lunch recess. 

It’s going to be “a hard case,” 
Meienhofer told The T/mcs-Ncws dur- 
ing the courts's recess. 

The defense team asked Borresen to 
amend the charge from "driving under 
the influence .of alcohol, drugs or 
other intoxicating substances" to “dri- 
ving under the influence of alcohol. • 
arguing thaCthc former charge was 
"demeaning" to a prominent man like 
Wood. 

Last month. Magistrate Thomas 
Borresen rescinded an earlier ruling 
which denied Wood driving privileges 
for six months.

The dual transplant is a fairly rare 
one done at a couple of dozen centers 
nationwide.

Mike 
Goodkind. 

Mona Maag's heart had a 2- to 3- 
centimeter hole, which allowed blood * 
to mix bock ond forth between both 
sides of her heart instead of staying 
separate. The blood flow also caused 
too 'much pressure in her lungs.' 

This spring, Mona Moag worked 
part-time as a bookkeeper and,

Still, the tribal leader expressed his 
thanks for the slate's declaration that 
he hopes to use in breaking down 
opposition most believe is rooted in 
fear that a National Indian Lottery 
will siphon prpfits from the individ- 
ual state lotteries. 

“I'm glod to see the governor is 
walking the talk." Stensgar said. "He 
hasn’t made any promises he hasn’^ 
kept, and we appreciate that.

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Many women find themselves short of money at retirement time

B onnie Gibbs dropped 
out of high school to 
marry at age 1 6, raised 
five children and tended the 
house until she was divorced at 
age 56. 

Gibbs and her husband, Earl 
Wright, a -union man for 32 
years in Dongola, 111., were 
poor, uneducated and had little 
property. So, to divorce they 
used a form given them by a 
clerk at the local court. 

Wright, who could not read, 
thought Jie had provided for his 
wife when he passed his health 
“and life insurance to her; the— 
form made no mention of pen- 
sion benefits, which he as- 
sumed wduld also go to her. 

But when he killed himself a 
' month after their divorce, 

Gibbs found she was destitute. 

She no longer had a claim to 
Wright’s pension without a 
specific provision in the di- 
vorce settlement. 

“I was 'desperate,” said 
Gibbs, who lived first with one 
child and then another, and 
then another, until she started 
receiving S700 a mo'nth-in So- 
cial Security benefits at age 60. 
She eventually remarried. 

”I had no high school educa- 
tion, no training, I knew only 

_ho.w..to.do.ho.usework.and.raisc 

children,” she recalled. 

“I was scared to death.” 

. Many women find them- 
selves in similar straits. Al- 
though the, poverty rate amcmg • 
oldef Amencans’has .declined 
•ovec-the last .quarter century, a 
significant portion of women 
over 65 nonetheless are ppor. 

Because they’ve tendcd'to be 
homemakers, sporadic partici- 
pants in the work. force or em- 
ployees in predominantly low- 
. er-wage jobs, many women are 
losing out in company-spon- 
sored pension plans. 

For the same reasons, their 
Social Security checks are sig- 
nificantly lower than men’s,. 
and’many have little or no sav- 
, ings. • . 

More than one-quarter of el- 
derly women living alone fall 
below the poverty line, com- 
pared to 5 percent of older mar- ^ 
ried couples, according to 
Commerce Department figures. 
Women made up 58 percent of 
the elderly population and 74 
percent of the poor elderly pop- 
ulation in 1990. 

Women are particularly sus- 
ceptible to poverty wheh tl^ey 
arc divorced or widowed be- 
cause they lose their husbands’

*- “People thought wc were crazy,” 
recalled Sue Miller, a school bus 
'driver who eventually, rounded up 
30 of the brkghtly colored 
-Japanese fish fw her 23-by-I4- 
fooi pond. “Nobody knew what we 
were tolklng about. But then wc 
found a few more people in the 
area who had koi ponds or wanted 
one.” 

Buoyed by their discovery, the 
Millers joined with several new- 
found pond-fanciers to launch the 
West -Suburban Pond cjub in 
1991. And when, membership 
spread to. Include hundreds of 
pond lovers throughout the Chica- 
go area and nearby stales, the club 
changed its name to the Midwest 
Pond & Koi Society. 

Now, os the 500-mcmbcr group 
gcors up for its July 22-23 Pond 
Tour in the city and suburbs, it 
finds itself swimming with a tide. 

”Bock-yard fish ponds, especial- 
ly koi ponds, arc hot properties 
now,” said society President' 
Gregg Gall, o Brookfield florist 
whose three elaborate back-yard . 
ponds will be on display during 
the tour of 32 ponds that stretch 
from Libcrtyvillc to Joliet and 
Chicago to St. Charles. 

For years, ponds, especially' 
those slocked with fish, have been 
populor in warm-weather locales.

Koi Clubs of America, which I 


claims more than 5,000 members. 

The recent technical improvc- 
'ihents “allow people to heat .the 
ponds so that .fish can live through 
the winter," he said. 

,Do-it-yourscIfcrs ond home-im- 
provement stores have gotten into 
the act with everythiog from shi^- 
low lily ponds to deeper, fish- 
friendly pools. 

At Builders Square, one of a 
number of home-improvement 
chains selling pond. supplies, busi- 
ness in pond-related products has 
increased more than 15 percent an- 
nually for the past three years, ac- 
cording to Midwest regional buyer 
Brian Parker. 

"Pond^ liners, pumps, water 
plants — the whole product cate- 
gory has just exploded." he said. 

Do-it-yourselfers putting in a 
back-yard pool can spend any- 
where from S 1 00 to S 1 ,500. Parker 
said. “They sec their neighbor’s 
pond and get excited and want one 
of their own,” he said. 

Custom pon_d jobs carry far 
higher price tags. Crestwopd,. III.- 
bosed pond designer Greg Jones, ' 
whose WatcrfoII Landscapes will 
instoll two dozen ponds this yeor 


at Chicago urea homes, and condo- 
minium developments, puts the

Fish arc extra.' Apd while some 
pond owners stick with modestly 
priced goldfish, many now opt for 
trendy imported koi. Each of tliesc 
long-lived members of the-carp 
family can go for anywhere from 
S25 to SSOU and up, depending 
upon breed and size. ' 

“Pond prices might suggest we 
arc dealing with the 'upper crust,'". 
Jones said, but “a lot of these 
pools arc going into working-class 
neighborhoods." 

Wayne Reid of the Chiago sub- 
urb of Downers Grove, III., had 
his serpentine. 35-foot long koi 
pond installed two yeors ago for 
the serenity factor.

Few things in life are as sweet 
as a tomato, still warm fcom'thc 
sun. .Maybe that’s why gardeners 
put up with their sheer cusscBncss. 

CooX tomato plants through the 
first few iffy days.of summer, 
covering them when a late frost 
threatens, feeding them a balanced 
diet and whispering sweet noth- 
ings to them - and what do you 
get? Nothing, sometimes. 

Sometimes tomatoes just won’t

wrong. Often, the answer is ... 
nothing. This time it isn’t the par- 
ents’ fault. 

When the thermometer races up 
and down the scale from below 55 
degrees to above 90 while toma- 
toes are trying to set fruit, what 
happens is that the tomatoes are 
left confused and don’t do any- 
thing at all. The Magic Valley had.'

growing much besides tomato 
leaves. 

. Blossoms can also dry and fall 
ofiif the soil was Icfl to dry out, 
according-to Ortho’s “Home 
Girdcn Problem Solvcr.”.But with 
all the rain we've had. a wcll- 
rrulchcd tomato isn’t likely to dry 
oat. 

If tomatoes haven’t seen a full 
fix hours of sunli^t daily, blos- 
ioms*^ight be held back.

Overly zealous. gardeners can 
get a little excited' with the 
Miracle Gro sometimes, resulting 
in too much nitrogen.

At this point, perhaps blossom- 
Ics? tomatoes would like a fertiliz- 
er with a ratio somcthfhg like 0- 
20-0 or 0-10-10. Look for fertiliz- 
ers labeled, "Blossom Booster," 
and such. 

Remember to water tomatoes 
regularly, and don’t let the soil dry 
out completely. When fruit docs 
get started, it nCcds-a constant, 
even level of moisture. Otherwise, 
wc’ll be talking about why toma- 
toes have ‘‘cat-facing.” 

Make sure tomatoes get their 
rays. Tliey want at least six hpurs 
of sunlight a day. 

With a little luck, maybe we'll 
get that bite of warm tomato yet 
this summer.

Shopping for ceiling fans can be breeze

• WASHINGTON — Many comers 
of the garden, that might be considered 
awkward or, .constricted can provide 
center stage fbr the right plant. After all, 
how many limes have we pulled out 
’ dandelions or tufts of grass that sprout 
In the smallest bare spots? A choice 
flower could go tlierejust os Well. ' 

, • Tight spots. Every garden has 
‘ one: A bit of empty ground the size of 
a palm or so, often along a, brick walk- 
way dV flagstone path leiding to the 
housd entrance. 'If a bit more space is 
wonted, a brick or two can be removed 
to enlarge ihoiplanling area, and it 
always helps to replaoe the dirt with 
I rich'to^il or compost. 

! r A single, clump. of a vigorous, 
;Bnshy. upright'pcrcnnial such as 
/black-eycd Susai^'or purple cone- 
flower is pcrpxt for such a welcoming 
/location. Only slightly domesticated 
wild flowers', they look like bouquets 
■ when they bloom. And because they 
flower for a long time, they will make 
the best pf a ti^t spot in th^ full sun 
' or partial shade. Any plant surrounded 
by pavingl.will not gel as much rain- 
water as one in a garden bed so care 
must be (akeh to keep if from drying 
out. 

. Some people’s tastes will not.run to 
these cottage garden plants, and they . 
might wnfu something showy but a bit 
more refiaed. . ' 

. . In thatfcosc, a four-foot-tall dahlia 
with exhibition-quality blooms should 
work well in such a locolion. It proba- 
bly would need to be staked, which 
must bo-donc carefully to avoid stab— - 
bing the bulbs. And side shoots, often 
ombitiews, might need removing. 


The point is that what looks best in 
such spots is a sturdy, emphatically 
vertical plant — on exclamation point. 
A six-foot hollyhxk con look spectac- 
ular, but it too will-have to be stoked, 
and its number .of stalks may have to 
be limited. 

The various milkweed species also 
‘ would make a suitably upright state- 
ment. The most useful of them is the 
butterfly milkweed. Asclepias 
tubexosa, which blooms from June to 
frost,' New varieties include flower 
clusters in dark red, chrome yclIoW 
and bicolors, in addition to the usual 
bright orange, which makes the wild 
variety so attractive to people and but- 
terflies. 

« On the edge. Another awkward 
space Is the strip of landjust a few 
inches wide between a fence and a 
garden path, or along the property 
^ge next to the public Sidewalk, or by 
the side of the house. A^in, the loca- 
tion mokes the plonts stand out better, 
SO it is^worthwhilc to choose showy 
varieties — and to improve the soil no 
matter how incfioscquenlial the spit of 
land used. ' 

Tough plants arc called for if the 
spocc is at the edge of a harrow and 
busy passageway and there is q risk of 
the plants being trampled or exposed 
to automobile fumes. 

Daylilies bloom well in sun or par- 
tial shade but only if their long, arch- 


ing leaves, do not get in the way of 
trafilc. Smaller varieties will fit b^ier 
into narrower strips, but they need 
room to grow. Indeed, th^ will fill up 
the space admirably, leaving no spots 
bare. In a few years, their clumps lend 
to become so crowded (hat weeds do 
not get a chance to encroach. The 
more sun there is. the more blooms 
appear. Conversely, deep shade will 
produce lush foliage but fbw if any 
blooms. N 

In the shade, a better choice might 
be the indestructible hosia, which will 
spread and cover the ground as com- 
pletely os the-daylily. Again, because 
(here arc so many hosta cuilivars it is 
smart to look for varieties Ihoi hove 
about (he same wtdtli as the strip. 

* Niche plantings. In a quest for (he 
natural look, English gardeners often 
scatter plants os rockciy-typc plantings 
in stone and brick wall^ between huge 
flagstones and sometimes in gaps 
niches in stones. The ideal choices for 
such spots are creepers (hat sprawl and 
plants (hat flop, for instance, ihymc, 
chamomile, sweet woodnilT. violet, 
phlox, ticksced, European ginger and 
lamium. 

Visitors might be encouraged not to 
step on the plants. But if they do. it’s 
not a catastrophe — only a little 
mishap that was .factored in when (he . 
idea of-tucking plants in unlikely ' 
places was first conceived.

I feel good about using ceiling fans < 
because they require so little energy. 
Even though I have a central oir sys- 
tem. I often run the fans with it. I can 
keep the t^pcraiure settin^on the air 
■conditioning system higher and use 
the ceiling fans to moke up the differ- 
ence. In the long nm, I save money. 

This combination wouldn’t be as- 
useful ifl had poor-quality ceiling 
fans. I visited one of'my brothers-in- 
- law recently and took my son into one 
of his boys’ rooms to look at some 
toys. Jonathan insisted 1 turn on the 
room’s -coiling fan. No sooner dfd I

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gel it going than it began to wobble 
dangerously. It scared me and my son 
so much that we jumped back invol- 
untarily. 

I had four ceiling fans. But I just 
had to get a kid's fan for my son's 
room, so I bought the new Snoopy 
fon. It’s fun and I hope it will last 
through his childhood years. 

When you go shopping for a ceiling 
fan, keep a few tilings in mind: 

'I^e fan blades should be balanced 
by (he manufacturer. 'Tliat means tiiey 
should first be weighed where they’re 
made so they have nearly identical 
weights. 

Moke sure the fan you’re consider- 
ing comes with a couple of small, mag- 
netic weights to place on the edge of 
those fan blades to equalize, the wciglil. 

The material used in {He blades is ' 
important. Most of the best fans use 
multiple layers of wood (similar lo 
plywood) with a good veneer. If' 
they’re mode of a lightweight synthet- 
ic roatcrialibat is covered.witli.paper... 
chonccs ofe they’ll worp. 


On the motor, look for a lifetime 
warranty and such characteristics as 
self-lubricating bearings. and heavy- 
duty castings. 

As for the number of blades, you'll 
flmJ a few. fans with four blades, most 
with five and a few with six. My fans 
have five blades and they work well. 

Fan blades vary in size, loo. The 
optimum size of the blade tip is 6 
inches or slightly more, according to 
experts. 

The overall fan size depends some- 
what on'ihc size of the room you’re 
trying to cool. If your room is 400 
square feet or more, you might want a 
fan with a diameter of about 52-56 
inches. In a room al^i 140 square 
feet, you miglit want to\^c a fan that 
measures 36-42 inches across; 

The shope of the room and the type 
of ceiling also determine the size of 
ceiling fun. There are many variables 
here, though, so nleasure the rpom in 
which you want to install a fan and

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Clafoutis: Perfect for soft, summer fruit

The firsl time 1 saw a picture of 
''clitToiitis,*' I knew I hud to make 
one. This was years ago in the cook-. 

• book “Paul Bocusc Cooks at 
Nome." and the dish was gorgeous, 

• something like a cross between a 
paiteakc and a custard, pbffcd and 

• brown and homey, and dolled with 
melting cherries. 

I ran out and bought the cherries, 
came home, whipped'up the batter 
and .stuck the clafoutis in the oven. 
What came out was. extremely un- 
special — much more a pancake 
than a custar^, and a pretty tough 
little pancake at that. 

"Oh. well,' .thought and filed it 
away under "Icjisons learned." 

Then a couple of months ago, eat- 
ing dinner with my daughter in a lit- 
tle French restaurant in New York, 
clafoutis showed up on the menu. 
Still curious, 1 tried again and it was 
nothing like the one I'd made. This 
clafoutis was tender, almost cus- 
tardy. It was perfect with cherries 
and I could easily see how it could 
be adapted to fit any soft summer 
fruit. 

I decided it was time fois^othcr 
try, I pulled out'thc Bocusc^ook 
' and tried again. Same result. 

■ This time, though, 1 was deter- 
niined to get it'right. So 1 gathered o 
stnck’of French cookbooks and went 
to work, the first one was my trusty 
blue-jackcicd “Larousse 

Gnscronomique" (the 1961 edition, 
not the newer one). Larousse 
describes "clafouti" (spelling it 
without the "s") as "n homely 
preparation in Limousin, this is a 
kind of friiit pastry or thick fruit 
pancake, made usually with black 
cherries." 

•Not exactly enticing, and neither 
was the recipe that followed. Again, 
the clafoutis was much too stiff and 
cakclike, though not as dried out as
